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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-1 1 in the reply filed on 3/3/05 is 
acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gadgil (US 
2004/0224504, dated 1 1/1 1/04, filed 5/20/02). 

5. Gadgil shows the method as claimed in figures 1-10 and corresponding text, with a 
plasma enhanced monolayer process which deposits the monolayer using electrontiagnetic fields 
to deposit the layers [0005]-[0022]. The substrate is biased [0071]. Pulsing may also be used to 
deposit the layers. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

8. Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gadgil (US 
2004/0224504, dated 1 1/1 1/04, filed 5/20/02). 

Gadgil shows the method substantially as claimed and as described in previous 
paragraphs. 

Gadgil lacks anticipation only in not explicitly teaching variations and changes of the 
electric field gradient and associated parameters. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have varied the electric 
field gradient and the associated parameters in the method of Gadgil, with the motivation that 
this would allow one of ordinary skill in the art to provide a more efficient process and to tailor 
the process to the needs of the device.
